Where Pawlenty Went Wrong 


After third-place finish 
in Iowa’s straw poll, 
candidate withdraws 


Washington 

Former Minnesota governor Tim 
Pawlenty’s decision to drop out of the 
presidential race on Sunday — nearly 
six months before the first votes are 
set to be cast in the 2012 contest — 
was the result of a fundamental mis- 
reading of the Republican primary 
electorate and a failure to properly 
manage the expectations game. 

Pawlenty’s presidential candida- 
cy was an open secret in Republican 
political circles long before he made it 
official in late May. His recruitment of 
highly prized staff talent earned him 
buzz in the early months of 2011 as he 
worked to emerge as the Republican 
alternative to former Massachusetts 
governor Mitt Romney. 

But Pawlenty’s demeanor — he was 
the definition of “Minnesota Nice” — 
didn’t fit with an electorate who wanted 
confrontation with President Obama 
at all costs. Pawlenty watched as Min- 
nesota Rep. Michele Bachmann soared 
past him in the race — channeling the 
anger of voters who saw compromise 
in any form as capitulation. 

It wasn’t just that Pawlenty was 
running as a conciliator in a time of 
confrontation. It was that he never 
seemed to settle on exactly how he

But when CNN moderator John 
King teed up a chance for Pawlenty 
to directly attack Romney on those 
grounds, he demurred. 

“I think his refusal to take on Rom- 
ney in the initial debate was a fatal 
mistake,” said Mark McKinnon, a 
Republican strategist unaffiliated 
with any 2012 candidate. “Voters want 
bold leaders. And that sent a message 
of weakness, and the air went out of 
his buzz, his fundraising, everything 
at a critical time. ... He never recov- 
ered.”

5 Die After Wind Collapses Ind. Fair Stage 



Indianapolis 

The wind gust that toppled a stage 
at the Indiana State Fair Saturday 
night, killing five and injuring doz- 
ens of fans waiting for the country 
band Sugarland to perform, was 
a “fluke” that no one could have 
anticipated, the governor and oth- 
ers said Sunday. 

The wind was far stronger 
than that in other areas of the fair- 
grounds, said Dan McCarthy, chief 
meteorologist for the National 
Weather Service in Indiana. He esti- 
mated the gust at 60 to 70 mph. 

Gov. Mitch Daniels said precau- 
tions were taken before the storm, 
but no one could have foreseen such 
a strong gust focused in one place. 


Some witnesses have said that 
while a storm was expected, rain 
hadn’t begun to fall when the wind 
sent the stage rigging falling into 


the crowd of terrified fans. 

“This is the finest event of its 
kind in America, this is the finest 
one we’ve ever had, and this des- 


perately sad, as-far-as-I-can-tell 
fluke event doesn’t change that,” 
Daniels said. 

Four people were killed when the 
metal scaffolding and other stage 
equipment fell, and a fifth died over- 
night at a hospital, Indiana State 
Police 1st Sgt. Dave Bursten said. The 
county coroner’s office identified the 
victims as Alina Bigjohny, 23, of Fort 
Wayne, Ind.; Christina Santiago, 29, 
of Chicago; Tammy Vandam, 42, of 
Wanatah, Ind.; and two Indianapo- 
lis residents: 49-year-old Glenn Goo- 
drich and 51-year-old Nathan Byrd, 
who died overnight. 

Forty-five people were taken 
to hospitals, and some may have 
gone on their own, Bursten said.

Daring Taliban Assault Kills 22 



Governor survives 
6 militants’ attack in 
province near Kabul 

Charikar, Afghanistan 

Six suicide bombers attacked a gov- 
ernor’s security meeting in one of 
Afghanistan’s most secure prov- 
inces, killing 22 people and driv- 
ing home the point that the Taliban 
are able to strike at will virtually 
anywhere in the country. 

The governor of Parwan, a rel- 
atively peaceful eastern province 
just 30 miles north of Kabul, sur- 
vived. He said he picked up an 
assault rifle and fatally shot at least 
one of the attackers from the wait- 
ing room of his office. 

“I had an AK-47. 1 shot him from 
the window of my waiting room,” 
said Gov. Abdul Basir Salangi, who 
is formerly the police chief of Kabul. 
He said it was the second time in 
the past month he was targeted by 
an assassination attempt. 

Police said Sunday’s assault 


began when a car bomber set off 
an explosion that smashed through 
a wall of the compound, allowing 
five other insurgents to enter. The 
attack interrupted a provincial 
security meeting attended by at 
least two NATO advisers. 

Two insurgents detonated sui- 
cide vests. Sixteen of the dead 


were civilian Afghan government 
employees, and six were policemen, 
according to the Afghan Interior 
Ministry. At least 37 others were 
injured. 

The bold daylight assault in 
Charikar follows a similar attack 
by suicide bombers at a major 
Kabul hotel in June and the recent

such as Kandahar and Helmand are 
the Taliban’s traditional stronghold, 
while the east is a base of opera- 
tions for many Pakistani-based Tali- 
ban and such terrorist affiliates as 
al-Qaeda and the Haqqani network. 
Afghanistan’s eastern border with 
Pakistan is a common thoroughfare 
for insurgents attempting to strike

down Wednesday by a car travel- 
ing at a high speed. The trio had 
been with a larger group guarding 
a row of Pakistani-owned shops 
against looters. 

The killings had threatened to 
ignite clashes between the area’s 
South Asian and black gangs, but 
appeals for calm from Jahan’s 
father, Tariq Jahan, have so far 
been heeded.

Crash Victim in Recovery 



Man hit by train was 
in medically induced 
coma, his family says 

Washington 

Victor Robinson, a 41-year-old man 
with epilepsy, needed to get his 
watch fixed. 

After leaving his job at a non- 
profit organization for the day on 
Aug. 1, he planned to stop by a jew- 
elry repair shop, catch a Red Line 
train at the Friendship Heights 
station and then head home to 
Petworth, said Ondina Robin- 
son, 75. 

Three hours 
Mh \ later, she received 
a call from Sub- 
in Bethesda. Her 
son had been in 
an accident, and 

Robinson had head and foot 

injuries. Could she 

come to the hospital soon? 

Robinson had become the eighth 
passenger this year struck by a 
Metro train, the transit authority 
said. That’s more than the seven 
who were struck in all of last year, 
according to Metro’s records. Twelve 
riders were hit by trains in 2009, 
including a single accident in which 
a blind Rockville man tumbled from 
the platform at Gallery Place. 

“By all indications, this appears 
to be an unfortunate accident,” 
Metro spokesman Dan Stessel said. 
Officially, the Robinson case was 
still under investigation, he said. 

Robinson’s family thinks he 
might have had a severe seizure 
while standing on the platform at 
Friendship Heights and then fell 
onto the tracks. 

He was found with two items he 
often wears: a silver Superman ring 
and his medical ID bracelet. 

Robinson — an avid collector 
of toy cars, key chains, puzzles, 
T-shirts, baseball hats and trains 
— has regularly participated in 
the Special Olympics since middle 
school, his family said. 


His twin sister, Victoria Dancy, 
said Robinson’s attitude about his 
condition has always been, “‘Yeah, 
I have epilepsy, but I don’t let it 
stop me from doing what I need 
to do and want to do.’”

In recent months, Robinson had 
switched from taking MetroAccess 
daily to get to his job to using buses 
and trains some days because, in 
part, he liked the independence, 
his family said. 

He also had become concerned 
that recent increases in MetroAc- 
cess fares had pushed the cost of 
his daily rides to work to as much 
as $14. 

His family has stayed by his 


bedside for up to six hours a day. 
They call his name, pray with him 
and tell jokes in hopes he’ll hear 
them in the depths of his medical- 
ly induced coma. 

Last Wednesday, he responded 
to commands from doctors to move 
his fingers and open his eyes. 

The next day, he opened his 
eyes slightly and looked toward his 
mother as she called his name. 

“That’s always encouraging for 
us,” Dancy said. “It’s an indication 
that he’s still here with us.” 

Thelma Greene, his fiancee, 
who has cerebral palsy and lives in 
Shaw, hasn’t visited the hospital. 

She said she thinks it would 
be too hard to see him in the ICU 
with tubes and bandages. 

She said she plans to make 
a tape for his family to play to 
remind him of their long-run- 
ning joke. 

“I’m going to tell him Lois Lane 
loves him, and she wants Super- 
man to hurry up and get better,” 
said Greene, 51. “Come back so 
he can hurry up and rescue her.”

School hopes facility 
will bring pride to 
class and community

The eight-story “Tower of Power” is 
gone, and with it the escalators so 
balky that they made Metro’s seem 
reliable. So are the bleak stretches 
of windowless concrete that gave 
H.D. Woodson Senior High School 
the look and feel of a penal insti- 
tution rather than a high school 
in Northeast. 

On Wednesday, District offi- 
cials will cut the ribbon on a new 
$102 million Woodson, one bathed 
in natural light from expansive 
windows and a central atrium. 

Graphic panels running the 
length of the four-level main stair- 
case will feature images touching on 
the school’s science, technology, engi- 


neering and math curriculum and 
pay tribute to figures including Ein- 
stein, Edison, astronaut Mae Jemi- 
son and Euphemia Lofton Haynes, 
the first African-American woman 


to earn a Ph.D. in mathematics. 
Classrooms and laboratories that 
were either freezing or stifling in 
the old Woodson are now habitable 
and loaded with technology. 


Designers said they tried to 
infuse the new building with links 
to the past, down to the school’s red, 
black and green color scheme. 

“There’s a tremendous pride 
here,” said architect Bill Spack of 
the firm Cox Graae + Spack. “It 
wasn’t necessarily love of the [old] 
structure as much as love of the 
community. We talked a lot about 
how we can reflect that pride in 
the new building.” 

Officials hope that when stu- 
dents begin classes Aug. 22 after 
spending three years in temporary 
spaces the new surroundings will 
help lift spirits and aspirations. 

“It says something to the stu- 
dents and to the community that 
the District is serious about pre- 
paring its youth for the new, 
technologically advanced job 
market,” said Principal Thom- 
as Whittle. “They see hope.”

Study: New Gun 
Law Has Little 
Impact on Crime 

Richmond, Va. 

The number of gun crimes at Vir- 
ginia bars and restaurants declined 
slightly during the first year of a 
new state law that allows people 
with permits to carry concealed 
firearms into establishments that 
serve alcohol. 

The Richmond Times-Dispatch 
reports 145 such incidents in fis- 
cal 2010-11, compared to 153 the 
previous year. 

Virginia State Police compiled 
the statistics. The newspaper’s 
analysis found that most of the 
incidents were relatively minor, 
and few appeared to involve peo- 
ple with concealed-carry per- 
mits. Only two of the 18 aggra- 
vated assaults reported could be 
linked definitively to concealed- 
carry holders, (ap) 


Police Investigate Death 
Of 91-Year-Old Journalist 


Washington 

Viola Herms Drath — a German 
journalist, philanthropist and advo- 
cate for American-German rela- 
tions — was found unconscious Fri- 
day morning on a bathroom floor 
in her two -story Georgetown row- 
house. She was pronounced dead 
hours later. 

Authorities initially believed the 
91-year-old woman might have died 
of natural causes. But after an autop- 
sy Saturday, D.C. police are investi- 
gating her death as a homicide. 


Police said they had no one in 
custody as a result of the investiga- 
tion as of Sunday afternoon. 

A police spokesperson said Sun- 
day that Drath’s injuries “are incon- 
sistent with the report of a fall.” 

Drath was born in Germany 
in 1920, according to the obituary 
submission. 

She was a correspondent for 
German newspaper Handelsblatt, 
wrote columns for The Washington 
Times was a member of the Nation- 
al Committee on American Foreign

“Do y’all know what the Clipper is?” 
Kimberly Pepper-Hoctor asked her 
class one night in a library meeting 
room about an hour south of D.C. A 
woman sitting near the front held 
up the direct-mail magazine loaded 
with coupons. She held it up for the 
24 other mostly middle-age women 
who had come to learn as much as 
they could about couponing. 

Pepper-Hoctor is a veteran 
bargain hunter who probably has 
enough toiletries at home to stock 
your basic Presidential Emergen- 
cy Operations Center. And the 
42-year-old Navy wife, who tends 
to walk out of Target paying half 
of what the people behind her do 
for the same stuff, instructs women 
across Maryland how they, too, can 
spend less to buy more. 

She originally shared her secrets 



with other military spouses, but 
she recently opened her classes to 
the public for free. Her lesson plan 
includes everything from a rundown 
of stores that double coupons to an 
explanation of “piggybacking,” in 
which combinations of store and 
manufacturer coupons are used to 
get deep discounts. 

“Let’s go to Walgreens,” Pepper- 


Hoctor said several hours before 
her class at the library in Charlotte 
Hall. At the store, Pepper-Hoctor 
picked up a 6-ounce tube of Arm 
& Hammer toothpaste. 

“It’s $3.99, and then ‘buy one get 
one free,’ and then I have two cou- 
pons for it at $1 apiece.” The regular 
price was $4.29 each; Pepper-Hoc- 
tor could buy four for $4.98.

What to Expect 

Kimberly Pepper-Hoctor urged 
her couponing students to man- 
age their expectations. “Extreme 
Couponing" is an unrealistic reality 
show, she said. During the hour-long 
class, her tips came at a dizzying 
pace.Setupanemailaddressfor 
couponing; use Firefox, not Internet 
Explorer, to print online coupons. 
Getto know the managers atthe 
stores where you do most of your 
shopping, (the Washington post) 


“We don’t use these, but my 
mom does,” she said. 

From aisle to aisle she went, 
picking up a couple of cheaper- 
than-usual bottles of vitamins, 
including Flintstones Gummies; 
three boxes of Old El Paso taco 
shells for 79 cents each (usual- 
ly $2.29); and a six-pack of Expo 
washable dry erase markers for 
$2.99 — $7 off the list price. 

She’d been in the store an hour. 
The order totaled $136.87, includ- 
ing more than $40 in store mark- 
downs. “Now,” said the clerk, “let’s 
whittle it down.” The total shrank 
to $94.87. Pepper-Hoctor nod- 
ded. “I saved $86 — nearly half.”

Hope Goes on the Ropes 


Obama steps up 
to counteract the 
political barrage 
from Republicans 

Washington 

President Obama launches a polit- 
ical counteroffensive this week, 
weighed down by withering sup- 
port among some of his most 
ardent backers, a stunted econo- 
my and a daily bashing from the 
slew of Republicans campaigning 
for his job. 

“We’ve still got a long way to go 
to get to where we need to be. We 
didn’t get into this mess overnight, 
and it’s going to take time to get 
out of it,” Obama told the country 
over the weekend, all but pleading 
for people to stick with him. 

A deeply unsettled political 
landscape, with voters in a fierce- 
ly anti-incumbent mood, is fram- 
ing the 2012 presidential race 
15 months before Americans decide 
whether to give Obama a second 
term. They increasingly are voic- 
ing disgust with most of the people 
they sent to Washington to govern 
them, Obama included. 

With his approval numbers slid- 
ing, Obama will try to ease their 
worries and sustain his resurrect- 
ed fighting spirit when he sets off 
Monday on a bus tour of Minne- 
sota, Iowa and Illinois. The trip 
is timed to dilute the GOP buzz 
in the Midwest after Republicans 
gathered in Iowa over the weekend 
for a first test of the party’s White 
House candidates. 

“You have just sent a message 
that Barack Obama will be a one- 
term president,” Minnesota Rep. 
Michele Bachmann said after win- 
ning Saturday’s Iowa straw poll, 
essentially a fundraising event that 
also tests a candidate’s organiza- 
tional and financial strength. 

But while the voting was under

Strong preseason opener buoys the Redskins’ spirits 


The Redskins 

The Redskins haven’t piled up so many 
yards in a preseason game since the 
great Steve Spurrier debut in Japan. 

And everyone knows how that 
turned out. 

Still, a good start is better than a 
poor one, and coach Mike Shanahan 
and the Redskins definitely deserve 
a trending arrow that points upward 
after Friday night’s 16-7 win over the 
Pittsburgh Steelers. 

No turnovers. No sacks allowed. 
No new injuries. Only three penal- 
ties. A 3-4 defense that actually suits 
the players on the field. An offensive 
line that looks more comfortable in 
the zone blocking scheme.
